Star 1965”, Government have decided to specify the following qualifying areas 
and battle zones

EAST PAKISTAN and 
WEST BENGAL) and 8,';D (ASSAM, EAST PAKISTAN. MANIPUR and 
TRIPURA) (4 inches to 1 mile).].

(a) Qualifying Areas for Army 

(i) Areas WEST of line alongside Longitude 77 degree EAST starting from 
a point on international border of JAMMU and KASHMIR State to 
an opposite point on its border with HIMACHAL PRADESH (but 
excluding KHALSl Transit Camp and areas Eastward upto Longitude 
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77 degree EAST) and thence along boundary of JAMMU and KASHMIR 
State upto and including PATHANKOT—5th August 1965 to 25th 
January 1906 (both days Inclusive). 

(ii) Areas WEST of line joining DALHOUSIE—P AL AMP UR—MANT)I 
BILASFUR—KALKA—AMBA.LA—PATLALA — SIRS A—H ANU MAN - 
GARH — SURATGARH — ANUPGARH — BIKANER — JODHPUR—
